"One nf the things we cannot get 


iiway fronrjs"individual re.sponsibil- 
ity," said Justice Johnson. "ThU is 


l one of the fundamental laws of life 


nnd 'of all human relatios. It is also 
one of the things most frequently 
overlooked or forgotten. We organ- 
jze ourselves into groups the church, 
congregations, clubs, and community 
groups, motto mention the political 
subdivisions 
culminating 
in 
the 


state, and it isvmuch easier to shift 
the responsibility for the conduct of 
affairs upon the gTOUp thaji It is to 
carry it ourselves. Yet, this is one 
of the things that cannot be done 
because, when we do it, we violate 
a law which, though not enforced 
by police officers or in police courts, 
is nevertheless executed rigorously 
nnd without exception by the very 
.spirit that permeates all social or- 
ganizations: this duty is individual 
nnd cannot be shifted. 


"In the first place, we 
become 


members of the community where 
we live and conduct our business 
activities. We are members of or- 
ganized society because social and 
governmental organization Is neces- 
sary to protect-men against the self- 
ishness and avarice, that unfortun- 
ately are a pan of the human chara 
ctcr.

It must 
be remembered that this last item 
must he added to the contractor’s 
bids which may be received next 
Monday nnd as much more for engi­ 
neering at the rate of 5 per cent us 
the bids may exceed the city engi­ 
neer’s estimate. In regard to his es­ 
timate there is quoted from the re­ 
port made by the water company to 
the Board of Directors of the Bis-'» 
marck Association of Commerce when 
the m atter of a plant was before 
them for consideration. 
“Based upon plans and specifica­ 
tions made by him in the spring of 
1920, Mr. Atkinson reports that a 
new 
plant 
embracing a filtration 
plant and about eight miles more | 
mains than that owned by the water ’ 
company, in other words, a eomplete 
plant may be constructed at the pres­ 
ent time for $704,420. 
On March 12, 1920, the City Com­ 
mission requested the city engineer 
to prepare plans and specifications 
and an estim ate of cost for a com­ 
plete water works system including a 
filtration plant. The plans and spec­ 
ifications were prepared and submit­ 
ted by the Sity engineer to the Com­ 
mission together with his estimate, 
which was as follows:

The National Electric j 
Construction company of St. I’aul 
hid for the complete plnnl $1,807,000, 
or more than 130 per rent higher 
than Mr. Atkinson’s estimate. Sure­ 
ly lionds were furnished by the bid­ 
der in the amount of $1,900,000. This 
was the only liid submitted for the 
complete plant hut there were liow- 
ever, several bids on ditl’erent parts 
of the plant. 
When these bids were 
;idded together they ai>proximated the 
total liid of the National Electric 
Const ruetiori eompaiiy. 
All of these bids were rejected as 
excessive upon 
recommendation of 
Engineers Atkinson and VolIT, but 
"the proof of the pudding is in the 
eating" and the bids were the best 
evidence of the probable cost at the 
time of Mr. Atkinson’s proposal.” _ 
The only public excuse offered by 
the city engineer for so large a 
spread between his estim ate and the 
bids is the followlnlí quoted from his 
first article tukea from his Bismarck 
Tribune series of' articles. “No one 
fam iliar with the situation at ,the 
time bids were taken doubts’ but that 
a "frame up” was made by the very 
few 
contractors present to place 
these bids ridiculously high." , 
What postffble object could there 
have been for such an alleged “frame- 
up.” 
We have liftle to offer on this sub­ 
ject in addition to what was said to 
the Board of Directors of the. Asso­ 
ciation of Commerce, except to say 
that his estimate now has been re­ 
duced ,$80,000 from that of two years 
ago while pipe and other materials 
the largest items entering into the 
construction cost of a water works 
plant is as high or higher now than 
it was when bids were received two 
years ago. 
Contrac(ors at the last 
bidding were to accept w arrants in 
payment of construction cost and 
therefore included in their bids the 
discount incidental to*their sale.

Sleeping Flowers Give Clew to '' 
New Anesthetic 


Jurists' complaints that carnations 


curled UD their petals tu.d "went to 


sleep" when placed in some green- 
houses, led to thr dis-ecvety of a new 
anesthetic. Investigating the drowsi- 
ness of t'.e flowers, it was discovered 
that it v,a« caused l.y leaky fixtures 
permitting illuminating gas, which cpn- 
tairs 4 rrr cent of cthylene, to escape. 
The rt'.ylece caused the open flowers 
to close. It was only recently, how- 
ever, that Dr. A. B, Luckbardt and 
J. B. Carter tested the effects of this 
gas as an anesthetic at the University 
of Chicago, finding that it renders 
human beings and animals unconscious 
pleasantlyand causes no bad aftereffects 
of any kind safar as can be determined 
Recovery is said to bo rapid even after 
long administration.
